PROTECTION FOR CHILDHOOD. 


It is well that the city council of Oakland i? 


to consider the enactment of an ordinance for- 
bidding landlords to deny housing accommoda- 
tions to children. The arrogance, selfishness and 
general meanness of owners of property in this 
respect has become a serious social and economic 
problem in this and many other cities. 


According to official reports, some landlords 


are anticipating the arrival of the stork by serv- 
ing notice-; in advance to prospective mothers 
that as soon a.s their offspring arrives they must 
vacate their living quarters. It is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for families with children to 
obtain houses and apartments. Inasmuch as the 
larger families are to be found among the wage- 
earners, those who are giving their labor to the 
winning of the war are the biggest sufferers. 
Shipyard workers who wish to locate in this dis- 
trict with their families have been met with re- 
fusal of housing accommodations because of the 
presence of children in their families. 


TUB TRIBUNE received some weeks ago, when 


the increase of population on account of the ship- 
building industry became apparent, letters from 
landlords protesting against any projects to in- 
crease housing facilities on the brutally inhuman 
ground that scarcity of housing would enable the 
landlords to fill their houses without having to 
accept families with children. This is not the 
spirit that animates all owners of houses to ler, 
but it rules an undesirable number of them. It is 
these that the authorities must curb, punish and 
control. They deserve no leniency, because their 
patriotism and desire to help beat the nation's 
enemies are subservient to their desire for per- 
sonal gain and comfort. 


Childhood and parenthood may be protected by 


•hiw. Mimy cities in the country already have 
enacted ordinances to prevent landlords evicting 
tenants because of children. Tho penalty should 
be a.s severe as the authority, of the city council 
permits. Jinn-ing children from rented homes is 
an unmoral act. springing from motives of selfish- 
ness. Jt should be made a crime under the laws 
of the community. 


It is to be hoped that the Oakland city council 


will be not turned from its present purpose to 
protect- c-hildron and parents, nnd that the pass- 
age of iho proposed ordinance will be expedited.

The new cabinet 
represents a triumph for the idea of proportionate 
representation and not failure of or popular dis- 
satisfaction with the Terauchi regime.

takings. Certainly it has preserved Japan's high 
standing in the family of great nations. 
The 


treaty of alliance with Great Britain, which in- 
volved faithful support of all the war efforts of 
the Entente coalition, has been scrupulously ob- 
served. One of the most notable events of the re- 
tiring government was the understanding between 
the United Slates and Japan arranged by Vis- 
count Ishii "and Secretary 
of State Lausing. 


Whatever criticism of the Ishii-Lansing agree- 
ment may be utterod concerning its relation to 
China, it was a most significant act in connection 
with the war. And it must be remembered that 
the war and victory over Germany was at once 
the chief motive and aim of the government. 


Entering into a covenant of complete coopera- 


tion in the Pacific area for the period of the war, 
Japan and the United States served notice to 
the world that German machination in the Far 
East had failed; that there would be no rupture 
of the friendship of the two countries. This was 
the first bitter defeat the German emperor sus- 
tained after America's entry into the conflict. 


This agreement has been carried out with 


splendid spirit nnd to the inestimable benefit of 
the Ally cause. 
Following n year of valuable 


cooperation on the seas, and in economic matters, 
Japanese and American troops are now fighting 
side by side in Siberian Eussia. 


Under the Kei Hara ministry the program of 


Japan in international affairs will continue un- 
changed in its important major aspects. Nothing, 
we may be sure, will transpire to mar the happy 
amity that now exists between the Tokyo and 
Washington governments. Premier Hara is a 
man of exceptional talents and ability. Educated 
as a lawyer, he Is a leading Japanese editor and 
an experienced diplomat and statesman. He has 
visited the United States nnd is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with American conditions and sentiment. 
Viscount Uchida, the new foreign minister, is also 
well informed us to affairs on this side of the 
Pacific, having served his country as ambassador 
at Washington. 


While hoping that Count Terauchi's public 


service is not ended, 1he new cabinet of which 
Premier Hara is the head is cordially welcomed 
in Entente circles.
